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INTRODUCTION 



Information contained in this report was collected through the California Basic 
Educational Data System ((BEDS). Included are data submitted by public schools, 
school districts, and offices of county superintendents of schools in the fall of 
each year. The report provides a five-year comparison of characteristics of 
professional staff between the years 1982-83 and 1987-88 • 

Professional staff members include all certificated personnel enployed full-time 
or part-time and noncertif icated personnel serving at the level of 
superintendent , deputy, associate, or assistant superintendent • Professional 
staff in adult education programs, preschools, and child care centers are 
excluded fran tl.is report, as are short-term substitute teachers • 

The characteristics of professional staff in this report include racial or ethnic 
group, 4ex, highest educational level, type of appointment, age, years of 
experience in the district, total years of educational service, and salary. 

Percent s reported in some tables may not add up to 100 percent because of 
rounding. Average salaries and full-time equivalents reported in this document 
may differ slightly from those published in other documents because of the way 
they are combined with selected variables. 

All tables* designated as "A" consist of data collected in the fall, 1982; "B" 
tables consist of information collected in the fall, 1987. 

Tables 1 through 7 show characteristics for professional staff based on their 
assignments, along with a statewide summary for professional staff. In tables 1 
through 6, individual staff members are counted in the assignment group which 
represented a majority of their time. The characteristics reported for seventh 
and eighth grade teachers reflect only the characteristics of teachers in self- 
contained classrooms at those levels. Characteristics of seventh and eighth 
grade teachers in schools that offer departmentalized instruction ^Were reported 
in the subject areas. 
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Tables 8 A and B show average salaries and the number of full-time-equivalent 
professional staff employed in different types of school districts.
